for  them,  but  save  the  worry  of  them  lying  about  there. 

The  weight  and  size  of  packages  has  been  increased  to  such 
an  extent  that  a fair  size  order  can  be  sent  in  one  package,  weight 
'being  70  lbs.  as  far  as  the  third  zone,  which  is  300  miles  from  Sewell. 
N,  J.,  and  50  lbs.  anywhere  in  the  United  States,  so  we  can  send 
any  size  order  by  making  a number  of  packages  that  will  comply 
with  the  above  conditions. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  exact  amount  of  postage  re- 
quired to  send  an  order  of  plants  until  they  have  been  packed  for 
shipmient.

There  have  been  different  methods 
adopted  to  estimate  the  amount  of  postage  for  a given  number 
of  plants,  if  plants  are  sent  C.  O.  D.  postage  which  is  often  sug- 
gested, the  extra  mioney  charged  for  the  C.  O.  D.  and  the  f-ee  for 
the  returned  money  order  is  charged  to  the  purchaser.  Then  if  a 
customer  undertook  to  send  enough  money  to  cover  the  postage 
and  was  too  much  or  too  little,  which  would  mostly  be  the  case, 
it  would  cause  a great  deal  of  confusion  and  require  extra  clerks 
to  keep  accounts  straight.

If  you  wish  to  have  your  order 
sent  by  Parcel  Post  take  the  price  from  the  Parcel  Post  list  that 
has  been  sent  to  3^our  Post  Office,  and  your  order  will  be  sent  to 
vou  with  all  postage  fully  prepaid  regardless  of  cost.  Some  times 
we  gain  a few  cents  and  othei^  times  we  lose,  but  we  have  foniw^ 
this  the  most  practical  way  to  list  plants  that  are  to  be  shipped 
by  Parcel  Post.

Unpack  as  soon  as  possible,  if  plants  are  in  a wilted  condition 
(wet  the  roots  only),  stand  the  plants  upright  in,  a few  inches  of 
water,  but  remove  them  as  soon  as  they  freshen  up.  If  the  land 
’s  prepared,  plant  late  in  the  afternoon  and  water  as  planted;  put 
a little  loose  dirt  around  plant  after  water  has  settled,  if  weather 
is  dry  and  hot  to  prevent  baking  of  the  soil.  If  your  land  is  not 
prepared  when  plants  are  received,  they  can  be  heeled  in  a furrow 
in  a shady  place  just  a little  deeper  than  they  naturally  grew. 

The  plants  can  be  left  there  until  the  weather  conditions  are 
favorable  and  you  are  prepared  to  plant.  By  practicing  this  method 
one  can  get  a good  stand,  otherwise  it  might  be  a total  failure.
